The supreme court returns tomorrow 
recess 
with the fate of four New Deal laws 
in the balance. 

There was no advance indication 
whether the nine black-robed justices 
would rule upon constitutionality of 
the Roosevelt farm aid and power pro- 
grams after convening at noon. 

But court attendauts looked for the 
largest crowd of the season to seek 
admission to the marble-columned 
courtroom in which opinions are read 
on Mondays when the tribunal is in 
session. 

Before recessing for two weeks, in- 
stead of the customary three-week 
interlude over Christmas and New 
Year's, the court read final arguments 
on: 

The Hoosac Mills case, Involving the 
original agricultural adjustment — act 
through which processors of farm 


ments to farmers participating in fed- 
eral crop adjustment: program 
Rice Millers’ Suit. 

The Louisiana rice millers case, in- 
volving the amended AAA, in which 
congress tried to strengthen the origi- 
nal law, and to limit processing ta 
injunction suits. 

The Lee Moor case, involving the 
Bankhead cotton control act which 
imposes a prohibitive tax on cotton 
ginned in excess of production allot- 
ments. 

The Alabama Power Company ease, 
involving the Tennessee Valley act 
and the government’s authority to sell 
electricity to municipalities. 

Historic opinions on on- or all ot 
these cases may be forthcoming to- 
morrow, with major interest of the 
nation centered on the AAA issues.

Observers found little help in prece- t

Cases involving the original AAA 
and the Bankhead law were submit- 
ted 26 days ago, the amended AAA 
20 days ago, and TVA 17 days ago. 

Last year, the high tribunal ruled 
on NRA 24 days after the Blue 
Eagle's validity was argued. The fa- 
mous “gold clause” opinions, however, 
were deferred for 40 days. 

Some observers reasoned that the 
holiday recess was abbreviated be- 
cause the justices wanted to hasten 
their rulings on the New Deal legis- 
Others argued that the heavy 
docket confronting the justices may 
have been responsible.

Should the court hold invalid au- 
thority of the secretary to change the 
rate of the tax, and in some cases, to 
decide what commodities should be 
taxed, officials said congress could 
enact a law specifically applying the

President Roosevelt’s 
Message Today Expect- 
ed To Disclose Informa- 
tion on U. S. Deficit. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—(P)— 
The . intertwined issues of the sol- 
dier's bonus and the nation’s deficit 
today focused the attention of a con- 
gress awaiting the administration's 
budget for the next financial year.

Bricklayer Confesses

urday afternoon,

sequently obtained a confession from 
him, said 150 pounds of wire were 
found in a garage in the rear of 352 
Fair street, the home of a relative 
of Barrett, prior to Haine’s arrest. 

Haine Relates Events. 

Haine’s confession related how Sliu- 
macher stepped out of an automobile 
to pick up a wire lying in a gutter.

“It was all in the day's work,” said 
Crosson, the man who flew the bodies 
of Will Rogers and Wiley Post from 
Point Barrow to Seattle after their 
fatal plane crash.

1,600-mile round trip flight to Juneau 
and back after the serum supply here 
was exhausted. 


>Crosson, Co-pilot Murray Stewart and 
Flight Mechanic J. Ames left Fair- 
banks and 45 below when they re- 
turned last night, 9 hours and 42 
minutes later. They stopped only 
50 minutes in Juneau and averaged 
better than 175 miles an hour, elapsed 
time. They had to negotiate hun- 
dreds of miles of dangerous mountain 
country. At times they climbed to 
18,000 feet to evade cloud banks. 

Only Dr. Gillespie and one other 
physician were here to lead the on- 
slaught on the dreaded disease. 

They have been working day and 
night. 

Crosson is one of the intrepid group 
who established the airplane as suc- 
cessor to the dog team in errands f 
mercy in the far north. 

It was Crosson who found the 
wrecked plane of Carl Ben Eielson, 
an American commercial ace who lost 
his life many years ago across the 


Bering sea in frozen Siberia. On 
another occasion, he flew diphtheria 
serum from Juneau to Point Barrow, 
1,300 miles, to help stem an epidemic

The next time they looked the. baby 
was gone. 

About an hour later Mal Maslin, liv- 
ing a block away from Miss Horowitz, 
left his three-year-old daughter Doris, 
in a baby carriage in front of his 
home. When he returned, Doris was 
gone. Down the street—headed toward 
the East river—Maslin saw a woman 
wheeling his - child. 

He ran after her. She fought fierce- 
ly. to keep her grip on the baby car- 
riage, but Maslin knocked her away. 
There was a clang of bells through 
the crowded streets and police cars 
came grinding to a stop. The woman 
was taken to the Clinton street police 


station. 
Refuses To Talk. 

Beyond giving the name of Gussie 
Friedman, sbe refused to talk. Hud- 
died in a brown tweed coat she sat in 
a chair as police pumped questions at 


her. Photographers’ flashlights popped 1931 


around Mrs. Friedman, and dumbly 
she turned her head when cameramen 
demanded a profile pose.

Senators Nye and Clark 
Plan To Introduce Meas- 
ure in Congress Today. 


WASHINGTON, Jen. 5 
Completion of the Nye Clark 
ity bill today disclosed it is to be 
nearly in harmony with an adminis- 
tration-favored measure that quick 
nascent in congress appeared prob- 
able. 

Chairman Pittman, of the senate 
foreign relations committee, and Chair- 
man McReynolds, of the house foreign 
affairs committee, have called upon 
their committees to begin considera- 
tion of neutrality proposals early this 
week. | 

Observers who had been led to be- 
lieve there was a considerable differ- 
ence between bills introduced by the 
committee chairmen and the measure 
drafted by Senators Nye, republican, 
North Dakota, and Clark, democrat, 
Missouri, found the difference appar- 
ently was more in phraseology than 
effect. 

Nye and Clark, elated by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s emphasis on the need 
of a neutrality policy “to do naught 
to encourage” warring nations, and by 
the tenor of the Pittman-McReynolds 


They insisted, however, that the terms 
of their own bill were more drasti- 
cally mandatory and should be ac- 
cepted. 

They planned to introduce the bill 
Monday noon. Representative Mave- 
rick, democrat, Texas, will sponsor a 
draft in the house. 

The two bills are virtually parallel 
in requiring a mandatory embargo on 
arms and munitions for belligerents 
upon the outbreak of war. Where the 
present neutrality act, expiring Feb- 
ruary 29, imposed this embargo only 
upon the original participants in a 
war, the new bills would impose it 
upon all subsequent belligerents. 
The language differs widely in out- 
lining terms under which shipments of 
other goods usable in warfare would 
be restricted to peace-time quotas but 
both appear to give the President con- 
trolling discretion, - 

They also differ in describing re- 
strictions on credits to belligerents, 
but appear to leave the effect much 
the same. Both would outlaw sale 
in “this country of long-term obliga- 
tions of warring nations.

The criticism of the police de- 
partment contained in the findings- 
of the November-December grand 
jury will occasion no surprise, 
despite the astounding nature of 
the conditions revealed as existing 
within the walls of the police sta- 
tion. 

Everybody in the city—the crim- 
inal element as well as the law- 
abiding citizens—knows that the 
force is undisciplined and ineffi- 
cient, and that Atlanta is not re- 
ceiving the kind of policing to 
which it is entitled. 

Apparently only the responsible 
heads of the department are satis- 
fied with the situation. Their atti- 
tude is well reflected in the state- 
ment accredited to Chief Sturdivant 
in connection with the grand jury’s 
revelation that gambling for high 
stakes between members of the po- 
lice force, leaders of the local under- 
world and visiting officers recently. 
took place inside the police station. 

“It looks dike, everybody but the 
police can entertain visitors,” was 
the remarkable response of the head 
of the department charged with the 
duty of enforcing the law and which 
makes thousands of cases annually 
against private citizens on gambling 
charges.

No new bureau will be set up by 
the committee which was appointed, 
nd its work involves no federal ap- 
propriation, as it will rely upon ex- 
isting organizations and bureaus for 
technical information. 

The function of the committee 
will endeavor to bring into action 
wise laws and invariable enforce- 
ment, and create a public demand 
that carelessness, wherever it af- 
fects safety to life, be punished and 
eliminated. 

The need of co-ordinated and co- 
operative effort is so great that the 
National Safety Council is already 
working to secure uniform laws in 
all states with respect to highway 
traffic, in order to reduce the num- 
ber of deaths and serious injuries 
caused by automobile wrecks, and 
it is well that, in addition, every 
effort be made toward increased 
safety in the air and at sea. 

The number of airplanes is in- 
creasing somewhat like the number 
of automobiles did back in the early 
1900’s, and, taking the auto as an 
object lesson, rigid laws should be 
enacted and enforced before the air 
is filled with private as well as com- 
mercial planes. 

We have strict laws regarding 
safety at sea, but in a few of the 
recent tragedies, testimony at in- 
quiries disclosed carelessness and 
inattention that was inexcusable, and 
lives were lost as a consequence. 

An aroused public will eventually 
enforce its demands that all who 
operate automobiles, planes and ves- 
sels become safety-conscious and 
obey the laws that are devised to 
prevent accidents of all kinds.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


Dr. B: R. Hoobler reported (Jour. 
A. M. A. 91-307, 28 and 96-675, 31) 
that mild and generally unrecognized 
beriberi is quite common in this 
country. If it was common seven or 
eight years ago, it is probably far 
more common now, with millions of 
people on relief and little or no 
thought being given to providing in 
their food adequate vitamins. The 
mild infantile riberi described by 
Dr. Hoobler manifests itself in char- 
acteristic signs, such as loss of appe- 
tite, loss of weight, spasticity or stiff- 
ness of arms and legs, rigidity of 
neck, restlessness and fretfulness, pal- 
lor, low percentage of hemoglobin in 
blood, and a plaintive whining cry. 
These symptoms are readily alleviated 
by supplementing the infant’s diet 
with vitamin B. 

Better than prescribing vitamin B 
or foods naturally rich in vitamin B 
for the cure of such symptoms, is the 
practice of making certain that the 
expectant mother receives an optimal 
ration of vitamins throughout preg- 
nancy, and then if she nurses her 
baby, as she is more likely to do suc- 
cessfully when she has had such a 
vitamin ration, let her have a liberal 
proportion of the so-called “protec- 
tive“ foods in ber diet. Where the 
mother has failed in nursing and the 
baby is on the bottle, it is important 
that adequate vitamin B be provided 
in the bottle feeding or as a supple- 
ment to the feeding. 

In American Medicine 23-781, 28 
Dr. Barnet Sure suggested that gas- 
trointestinal disturbances in nursing 
infants are due to vitamin B defi- 
ciency in the mother’s diet. 

Dr. C. Ulysses Moore and associates 
have presented striking experimental 
and clinical evidence in support of the 
view that a deficiency of vitamin B in 
the mother’s diet during pregnancy is 
an important factor of congenital py- 
lorie stenosis in the young infant and 
they hold that mothers require three 
or four times as much vitamin B dur- 
ing pregnancy and lactation as they 
need ordinarily. 5 

In the New York State Jour. of 
Medicine, November 1, 35, Dap Morris 
„ Drazin reports typical cases of 
chronic illness from moderate multiple 
vitamin deficiencies. an explan- 
ation for the poor he may be sus- 
pected when the following symptoms 
are prominent: 

Asthenia (weakness) and fatigue, 
wot relieved by rest. Nervousness and 
irritability. Generalized tenderness, 
especially tenderness of the calves. 
Abnormal sensations such as tingling, 
numbness, burning. Dental caries 
(decay) and gingivitis (inflammation 
of gums). Coated, beefy, red, smooth 
or bald tongue. (The tongue of a 
healthy person should be htly 
rough (cove with papillae) and not 
very red; it should have a slight whit- 
ish or yellowish coating toward the 
back, but not over the front upper 
surface. It — be broad and 
rounded, not natrow and pointed). 
Tendency to bruise easily from slight 
or no apparent injury. Constipation.

That is the whole story. 

Check it and see if it isn’t true. 

Of course the certainty of punishment would not end “crimes of 
passion)” for passion overcomes reason; but no man in his right mind 
deliberately invites hurt, and if people knew beyond any doubt that of- 
fenders against the law would be punished, quickly and adequately, there 
would be no more deliberate crime. Men don’t bet against a certainty.

For example, every city harbors gambling places 
that are illegal, and their existence is known to the police, yet no ef- 
fort is made to close them.

The bill, estimated by its backers 
to call for $1,000,000,000 in cash im- 
mediately, would give the veterans ful] 
cash payment but allow them to hold 
their adjusted service ceftificates un- 
til maturity in 1945 and draw 8 per 
cent interest. It provides no defi-
